New York , Oct. 30.—Charles W. 
Morse, who, with Alfred H. Curtis, 
former president of the National Bank 
of North America, is on trial in the 
criminal branch of the United States 
circuit court on a charge of conspir­ 
acy and violation of the national bank ­ 
ing laws, took the stand in his own 
defense. 
All during the tedious days of the 
trial, Mr. Morse has sat inside the 
railing nervously awaiting the moment 
when it would become necessary for 
him to tak e the witness chair and un­ 
dergo the ordeal of cross-examination 
that he k new was in store for him 
When his name was called he sprang 
from his chair as though greatly start­ 
led, look ed inquiringly at his counsel, 
and when the latter nodded his head 
affirmatively the financier hurried to 
the witness 
stand 
beside 
Judge 
Hough’s bench and moved about rest­ 
lessly in his seat while the lawyers 
were framing questions to ask him. 
In a voice so low as to be inaudible 
to the jury, Mr. Morse gave his birth­ 
place as Bath, Me., said he had grad­ 
uated from Bowdoin college and that 
on coming to New York he engaged 
in the shipping and later the ice busi­ 
ness. After these preliminary interro­ 
gations the lawyers for the govern­ 
ment volleyed questions at Morse so 
rapidly that the financier’s voice fail­ 
ed him when he endeavored to answer 
them. Mr. Morse related how he came 
to have an interest In the National 
Bank of North America, saying that 
he secured an interest in the consoli­ 
dation in 1902. 
The accused bank er 
said that he had had no experience in 
the routine of bank ing. 
Mr. Morse 
said he was not a salaried officer of 
the bank and k new nothing of the le­ 
gal exactions covering national bank ­ 
ing. 
The financier then told of forming 
the acquaintance of Mr. Curtis and 
Mr. Wire. 
“I had confidence in them 
and used my influence to have them 
made president and cashier of the 
bank ,** said Mr. Morse. 
Mr. Morse 
testified that he k new nothing of the 
bank *s methods of book k eeping, and 
admitted that he saw the bank ’s loan 
sheets only a few times each year. 
“My secretary, Kate A. Wilson, and 
my former secretary, Arthur Braun 
attended to my personal and private 
affairs,*’ said the witness. 
“Miss WJ1* 
son k ept my bank account straight.’* 
Mr. Morse’s counsel then ask ed a 
number of questions regarding the 
connection of 
Mr. Morse with the 
American Ice company. 
Mr. Morse 
said that he had been connected with 
that company since Its formation “in 
1898 or 1899/* The company was then 
paying 
dividends, 
witness 
testified, 
and dealt principally in natural ice. A 
difference in the demand came in 1902, 
he said, and artificial ice was all the 
mark et 
wanted. 
That 
effected 
a 
change in . the business of the com­ 
pany. 
As this line of questioning was con­ 
tinued it finally led up to the point of 
the loans made to John F. Carroll by 
the National Bank of North America, 
amounting to $ 135,000 at one time. In 
explaining the Carroll loans he said 
they were secured by 40,000 shares of 
ice stock . 
Mr. Morse told of a plan 
to buy half of the Carroll stock at $ 30 
a share and give the bank the profit 
of the deal. Then he purchased 4,000 
shares of ice stock , he said, at $ 40 a 
share, for Mrs. Gelshenen. 
“What became of the profit of $ 10 a 
share?” ask ed Mr. Morse’s lawyer. 
“I gave it to the bank /* answered 
the financier. 
The loans made to Leslie Whiting, 
the nineteen-year-old clerk in a bro 
k er’s office, were then tak en up and 
Mr. Morse said that the first loan of 
$ 80,000 to the youth was made at his 
(Morse’s) request and “was an ac­ 
commodation borrow.” 
Mr. Morse told of how the loan 
made to Whiting had been used to 
tak e up 2,000 shares of Carroll ice 
stock . 
The second Whiting loan of 
$ 69,000 was secured by 2,000 shares oi 
ice stock , being one-half of the Carroll 
stock he, Mr. Morse, had purchased. 
Before Mr. Morse testified, Colonel 
R. M. Thompson, a former director of 
the National Bank of North America 
was on the stand and Attorney Gen 
eral Stimson ask ed him if the holding 
company for the American Ice com 
pany had not been characterized as a 
“trust/* 
“An evening newspaper has 
so characterized it,** answered Colonel 
Thompson.

iii, 13). David had one son, a tine look­ 
ing fellow, whom he never even dis­ 
pleased by asking him, Why hast thou 
done so? (I Kings i, 5, 6 .) But he turn­ 
e d out very badly . 
He had a beautiful 
» ame, Adonijah, which means Jehovah 
is ray Lord, but a beautiful name or 
form or features count for nothing if 
the heart is not right with God. 
Absa­ 
lom’s name signifies ‘‘father of peace,” 
and there was not a more beautiful 
man in all Israel (II Sam. xiv, 25, 20), 
but we see him in today ’s lesson ready 
to dethrone and kill his own father.

The supreme thought of the psalmist 
selected for our consideration is that 
the Lord is a sleepless watcher and 
keeper. 
“He that keepeth thee shall 
neither slumber nor sleep.”

Neither by day nor by night is He un­ 
conscious of our cry . 
How often a

Of one of tb'-s ty pe of fans in­ 
vented by S. C. Drvidson of Belfast, 
Ireland, George H. W instanley , F. G. 
S., in a work soon to be published on 
“The Mechanical Equipm ent of Col­ 
lieries,” say s: 
The most interesting feature about 
this fan is (if I may use the ex pression) 
that it “knocks on the head” many of 
the generally accepted fan theories. 
The distinctive features of the Sirocco 
fan are these: It has an absolutely 
clear inlet or practically the same di­ 
am eter as the fan itself. 
(All other 
fans have the inlet much smaller in 
diam eter than that of the revolving 
portion.) 
The blades are very short 
radially , being only about one-six teenth 
of the fan diameter. The width of the 
blades, however, is greater than usual,
